In English Disaster 


Doncaster. Eng., Nov. 20 (/P)-- 
Eighteen miners were killed, sev­ 
en were missing and twenty-seven 
were injured tonight in 
an

plosion and fire in

Colliery near Doncaster, 
one 
of 
the biggest in Yorkshire. 


The seven missing 
were 
be- 
lievecl to be in the 
pit 
where

and

survive. 


About 1,000 men were below 
at the time of the explosion and 
hundreds of them were tempor­ 
arily isolated by roof-flalls 
but 
succeeded in escaping. An inrush 
of gas followed the explosion, set­ 
ting fire to the mine.

pooled. 
The chief change would 
provide for loans to needy roads 
instead of gifts, as generally be­ 
lieved to have been contemplated 
by the commi.«sion. 


Other proposals would 
reduce 
"per car" surcharges to "cents per 
to n’’ to remove competitive diffi­ 
culties: permit railroads to makej 
reductions in the surcharge In­ 
stead of from basic rates, where 
conditions make trucks necessary; 
make one correction in the com­ 
mission repott and revise short 
haul exemption methods. 


The loan plan Is regarded as 
the biggest threat to acceptance 
of the plan. 
Some of th© more 
prosperous < arriers are opposed to 
gifts to needy roads. 
They argue 
that 
their 
stockholders

have the money they may earn 
and that the gift plan, in effect, 
penalizes them for the benefit of 
roads less well managed. 


The commission, on October 20, 
denied a Joint plea of all railroads 
for permission to make a 15 per 
cent blanket increase in freight 
rates.
